We have* carefully rev1ewed5thegcommun1catlon from
Mr. Hudson: and are uﬁgble to fﬁ d any iSsdes which were
not fully. considered“ln renderlng our decision in his
case.x*Our dec151on was based uUpon all Of ‘the evidence
presented by Mr. Hudson as well‘as thevBureau of
Prisons. As we stated in Hudsou, ‘at page 7, our review
is restricted to the written record and further that the
claimant has the burden to establish the elements ol his
claim and the liability of the Unitéd States.

Th our d§c1510n ofghanuary 6,l?982, we concluded
that the Warden ‘of Terminal ~Island, has&or should have
been ‘aware that Mr. Hudson was peformlng overtime work
and that a "tacit expectation" existed 6n his part that
such work would be accomplished. However, the written
record does not show that the Warden ordered or approved
or actjvely induced Mr. Nudson to perform overtime work
in order to effectlvely ccmplete his work assignments.
We may not, in derogation of our statutory duties,
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sanction the payment of clalms of doubtful validity
where, as here, there is 1nsuff101ent evidence to prove
that overtime work for which compensation is claimed was
ordered or approved by an agency official with competent
authority to do so. Accordingly, and based upon the
written record before us, we may not authorize the
payment of overtime compensation to Mr. Hudson.

We regret that we are unable to render a decision
which is favorable to your constituent.
